Mr. C. R., in asking fo r a dis­ 
cussio n o f brain tumo rs, wishes 
to kno w whether an o peratio n fo r 
same is co nsidered serio us, what 
are the sy mpto ms and whether 
brain tumo rs can be disco v ered 
by X-ray s. 
These are all impo rtant ques­ 
tio ns. The first can be answered 
definitely and quickly : such o per­ 
atio ns are serio us. 
It was no t lo ng ag o that no thing 
co uld be do ne fo r a perso n who 
dev elo ped 
a 
brain 
tumo r. 
In 
the last 5 0 y ears, ho wev er, g reat 
pro g ress has been made in sur­ 
g ery o f the nerv o us sy stem, in­ 
cluding the brain. To day , in many 
instances, hig hly skilled brain and 
nerv e surg eo ns can remo v e brain 
tumo rs successfully . 
No w, the reply to Mr. R.’s sec­ 
o nd questio n is difficult. A brain 
tumo r may lie almo st any where 
inside the skull and may v ary 
g reatly in size. Co nsequently , the 
sy mpto ms o f a brain tumo r are 
by no means alway s alike. They 
depend o n just where the tumo r 
is lo cated, the size, its rate o f 
g ro wth and o ther facto rs. 
Occasio nally , a brain tumo r may 
pro duce difficulties in swallo w­ 
ing . In o ther cases, the sy mpto ms 
may inv o lv e the hearing , the ey e­ 
sig ht, o r muscular co o rdinatio n in 
o ne part o f the bo dy o r ano ther. 
Headache is a 
fairly co mmo n 
sy mpto m o f brain tumo r and so 
is persistent v o miting , but bo th 
may be absent. 


Of co urse a perso n can hav e 
any o f these sy mpto ms fro m so me 
o ther cause, so I wo uld cautio n 
any o ne ag ainst making a self-di­ 
ag no sis. 
If a brain tumo r is suspected, 
the nerv o us 
sy stem 
must 
be 
carefully ex amined to find o ut ex ­ 
actly where the tumo r is befo re 
an o peratio n is ev en tho ug ht abo ut 
Such tests include ex amining the 
muscular 
streng th, 
the 
v isio n, 
hearing and nerv e reactio ns. 
Fluid must be remo v ed fro m 
the spinal canal o r the o pening s 
in the brain and ex amined. Cer­ 
tain chemical fluids may be in­ 
jected into the canal which will 
sho w up in X-ray s and thus help 
in lo cating the tumo r. 
Air can be injected into the spac­ 
es in the brain — this so unds ra­ 
ther fearso me but is no t — so 
this, to o , helps to lo cate the area 
o f the tumo r. In so me cases, mea­ 
suring the electrical wav es which 
pass thro ug h the brain is also a 
help in lo cating the tumo r. 
There are sev eral kinds o f tu­ 
mo rs as well as many lo catio ns. 
So me are slo w g ro wing and ‘be­ 
nig n,” o thers swift and “malig ­ 
nant.” In spite o f all these diffi­ 
culties, ho wev er, a g reat many 
tumo rs can be lo cated and re- 
mo v td. 
To day , mo st o f the larg e cities, 
and so me smaller o nes, can claim 
brain and nerv e surg eo ns who are 
ex tremely skilled.

Less Poverty To Share 
Behind all the gu esswork abou t Ru ssia’s po­ 
litical shu ffles stands an 
ominou s 
fact 
in 
economics. 
Since 1917, Ru ssia has gained staggering sta­ 
tu re as a world power capable of doing vast 
damage to other nations. Bu t the Ru ssian people 
have not improved their living standards u nder 
one-party dictatorship. 
The u nrest which shows itself in political re­ 
arrangements and ou tbu rsts of blame has its 
origin in the chronic poverty of the popu lation 
of Ru ssia and its satellites. 
.The rearrangements all have as their stated 
pu rpose some degree of improvement in living 
standards. All of them are related to the prob­ 
lem of how to pu t enou gh wealth into arma­ 
ment to mak e the Soviet Union strong withou t 
tak ing so mu ch wealth away from the people 
that they become weak er. 
The promises made by the politicians all con­ 
cern the same hopefu l goal—that if a few more 
political figu res are ju ggled there will be less 
poverty for the Ru ssian people and their de­ 
pendents to share. 
It is a fair qu estion 40 years after the Bolshe­ 
vik revolu tion and the cou nter-revolu tion which 
fallowed whether there has been any net gain 
ifi living standards. The only visible beneficiary 
of indu strialization has been the armed forces, 
in line with the obsession of Commu nist leader­ 
ship that their dictatorship is abou t to be at­ 
tack ed. 
Squ abbles among Commu nist politicians are 
not over their su ccesses bu t their failu res — 
not over their su ccessfu l attempts to mak e the 
Soviet Union military strong bu t their failu re 
to bu ild strength among the Ru ssian people. 
Ru ssia was not self-su fficient as a military 
power in World War II and still is not capable 
of su pporting its own popu lation. 


Nobody Missing 
!New York City has been redu ced to the world’s 
tljird largest city, thank s to a statistical mon­ 
strosity that it shares with other U.S. cities. 
I f too, can cou nt only residents who live in­ 
side the mu nicipal compou nd. 
Xondon and Tok yo, now apparently larger, 
cou nt all residents who live either inside or 
©fltside the compou nd. This now is the practice 
of the U.S. Censu s Bu reau when cou nting noses 
ill metropolitan areas, bu t only those persons 
lifing inside mu nicipal bou ndaries are credited 
t <l the mu nicipalities which residents of metro­ 
politan areas call home. 
-It is not merely pride in relative size that 
pots this statistical monstrosity on the defensive. 
Money is a stak e. New York City had tak en 
censu s in advance of the next federal censu s 
t<J establish a claim for more state tax revenu e. 
It* officials k new it was growing. They k new 
tljere were more New York ers. Bu t they did 
nOt k now how many New York ers had moved 
to nearby places. 
By 1960, when the Censu s Bu reau mak es its 
tally, still more will have moved. Bu t there 
wjll be more New York ers* than ever before, if 
tKere were a logical way to cou nt them. A city 
is* inhabitants, 
not 
an 
area 
bou nded by 
imaginary lines.

Hu stler mak es Flying Fortress, Marau der, 
Banshee, Mu stang, Wildcat, Avenger and even 
thie famou s British Spitfire sou nd u nimagina­ 
tive by comparison. 
In the light of the revelation that this work ­ 
able plan with its incredible speed and de­ 
tachable fu el and bomb section is only the be­ 
ginning of a new breed of bomb carriers that 
will be almost as agile as pu rsu it planes, a list 
new names will be needed. 
If all of them are to be chosen with the same 
characteristics in mind as these indicated by 
Hu stler — Boomer, Thru ster, Tapper, Rapper, 
Slapper, Flapper, Thu mper, Banger, Slammer, 
Dasher, Pu ncher, Whack er and Lu nger wou ld 
be ideal.

Budget Above Pol itics

E isenhower Acts To Avoid Dangerous Inflation 


There’s more than meets the 
eye in President Eisenhower’s re­ 
cent directive to all government 
bu reau s to hold down 
spending. 
It isn’t 
any 
deep 
plot 
to 
tak e 
political 
credit 
from 
the D e m o- 
crats for their 
efforts to play 
the 
r o l e of 
e c o n o miz- 
ers. Nor is it 
a n y contra- 
d i c t i o n of 
Da v id La wrence what the ad­ 
ministration has been saying and 
aiming at right along. 
The trou ble with political Wash­ 
ington these days is that it can’t 
see the economic forest for the 
political trees. 
It is so interested in individu al 
ambition and party advantage that 
it is indifferent to the basic cau se 
oi the present trend 
toward 
a 
dangerou s inflation—rise in prices 
du e to the increase in labor costs 
and the fact that labor has not 
su fficiently au gmented its produ c­ 
tivity per hou r. 
Efficient labor today moreover 
is scarce and, in periods of fu ll 
employment, 
produ ctivity 
some­ 
times lags. 


FUNDAMENTALLY b o t h po­ 
litical parties have 
shied 
away 
from doing anything that wou ld 
bring on a recession or depres­ 
sion. 
Yet some overall readju stment 
is inevitable and the political im­ 
pact of a drastic change in gov­ 
ernment spending policy depends 
on ju st when the climax in the re­ 
adju stment 
process 
comes 
and 
what areas of the cou ntry are ad­ 
versely affected. 
For it is certain that as govern­ 
ment spending is su bstantially cu t, 
the wheels of the nation’s economy 
will be slowed down, some u nem­ 
ployment will 
be 
created 
and 
wage and price levels will be held 
steady. 
If a tax redu ctiontak es 
effect 
concu rrently with the drop in gov­ 
ernment spending and tends to off­ 
set the downward spiral in bu si­ 
ness, the u ltimate resu lt will be 
a sou nd economic condition. In the 
interval there will be some pain­ 
fu l losses. 
Wherever su ch adversity occu rs 
the party in power will find the 
voters registering their protest at 
the polls irrespective of previou s 
party allegiance. 


THE 
PRESIDENT’S 
directive 
was not conceived as part of a 
political program. Politically the 
u su al cou rse is to acqu iesce in 
more and more inflation and more 
and more spending and to disre­ 
gard bu dget balancing. 
What Mr. Eisenhower has done, 
however, is to set a limit of 70 
vbillion dollars on this ytar’s bu dg­ 
et which is a cu t from the $71,- 
8 00,000,000 estimated in his mes­ 
sage of last Janu ary. 
His directive issu ed in the last 
two week s is really aimed at the 
fiscal year starting Ju ly 1, 1958, 
when it is hoped to hold govern­ 
ment spending to the same figu re 
of 70 billion dollars. Bu dgets have 
to be planned long in advance. 
Bu t the decision to reverse now 


the long-range trend 
has 
be*n 
tak en. The administration, 
how­ 
ever, will have to be prepared to 
pay for this politically in 1958 in 
certain regions 
of the 
cou ntry 
which will be affected. 
The controversy over this year’s 
bu dget took an u nfortu nate tu rn 
early this year when the economy 
axts were wielded 
against 
the 
military program and the mu tu al 
secu rity projects that s u p p o r t 
American defense abroad. 


THIS WAS tru ly dangerou s to 
international policy. The adminis­ 
tration was rightly concerned that 
the Hou se wou ld sabotage these 
two programs bu t now the action 
of the Senate in restoring vital 
appropriations has encou raged the 
hope that attenion can be direc- 
ed to where it shou ld have been 
directed all along—to 
the 
non­ 
defense parts of the nati o n a 1 
bu dget. 
Many domestic projects can be 
postponed. 
S o m e 
can 
be 
abandoned withou t doing perman­ 
ent damage. Bu t Congress hitherto 
has shown an u nwillingness to cu t 
non-defense items. There is al­ 
ways pressu re for more spending 
in that category. 
What the President did with his 
directive was really to tak e an 
acion that is rou tine in a proce­ 
du ral sense — to order the bu reau s 
to hold the line for this year and 
k eep within the same figu re next 
year. 
Bu t the step tak es on added sig­ 
nificance and u rgency now. For it 
look s as if there will be a bu dget 
balance in the cu rrent fiscal year 
—ending Ju ne 30 next—of at least 
two billion dollars becau se reve­ 
nu es are mu ch better than antici­ 
pated. If Congress wants to cu t on 
the non-defense side the adminis­ 
tration will go along and agree 
to a tax cu t, effective du ring the 
calendar year 1958. 
It is plainly evident that the ad­ 
ministration has conclu ded it can 
expect no help from either big 
bu siness or big u nionism in re­ 
straining the wage-price spiral. 


IT IS EVIDENT also that the 
Federal Reserve Board c a n do 
little to check the inflation merely 
by letting interest rates rise and 
cu rtailing credit. 
Only one thing is going to stop 
the inflation and stabilize the pu r­ 
chasing power of the dollar for a 
while and that’s a recession. This 
means some u nemployment. 
It will perhaps also halt the u se 
of “escalator” clau ses in labor 
contracts becau se, as living costs 
go down, wages will have to drop 
and that’s 
u npopu lar 
with 
the 
u nions. “Escalator” clau sts have 
been lik ened to the hu man elbow— 
they flex only one way and that’s 
u p. 
So the ou tlook now is for a “re­ 
adju stment” something in 
1958. 
The qu estion of whether the Re­ 
pu blicans or Democrats will bene­ 
fit from this is related to how se­ 
vere the changing conditions be­ 
come and whether a tax redu ction 
—concu rrent with a drastic cu r­ 
tailment of spending—will 
bring 
the expected rebou nd or recovery 
before or after the congressional 
elections in November, 1958.

labor or for the demand for the 
produ cts to be made. 
Or the disciple of semantics 
speak s of “managed economy,” 
where domestic or international 
politics call for high ou tpu t 3nd 
high prices for commodities for 
which the demand may be meager 
and falling. 
Once u pon a time people got 
cold feet and stock prices sk idded. 
Bu t the mark et analyst today 
often calls this a “technical cor­ 
rection,” or even “preparing the 
base for a new rise.” 
People now living can remem­ 
ber when Americans weren’t dis­ 
tu rbed by hearing their way of 
life called “capitalism.” Bu t right 
after the war all the better orators 
in bu siness dropped that phrase 
and took u p “free enterprise” in-

parently is at an end. 
Twice

each 
time after a world war, this cou n­ 
try has gone throu gh an emotion­ 
al Red-hu nting phase. The first 
petered bu t. The second was slow­ 
ing down and the cou rts pu t a 
fu rther brak e on it. 
Atty. Gen. A. Mitchell Palmer 
led the Red raids after World 
War I, when this cou ntry was wor­ 
ried abou t the spread of commu ­ 
nism. That was also a period of 
anti-Negro, 
anti-Jewish, 
anti-Ro­ 
man Catholic feeling. 
Congressional 
committees 
re­ 
su med the Red hu nting on a big 
scale after World War II. They 
got pu blic su pport and added im­ 
petu s 
throu gh 
their 
disclosu res 
that Commu nists, past or present 
or su spected, had gotten into the 
government. 
The 
committees 
became 
in­ 
creasingly free-wheeling: 
in the 
grou nd they covered, the qu es­ 
tions they ask ed, and in their dis­ 
regard for individu als and their 
rights to privacy, thou ght and as­ 
sociation. 
The Red-hu nting began to re­ 
cede after the Senate condemned 
some actions of the late Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R-Wis) althou gh not spe­ 
cifically his tactics in Red-hu nt 
ing. 
The 
censu re 
motion 
was 
based largely on the way he treat­ 
ed senators. 
Last month the Su preme Cou rt 
said whoa to the committees. Tak ­ 
ing his cu e from this, Federal 
Dist. Ju dge Lu ther A. You ngdahl 
said the same thing last week . 
The high cou rt threw ou t the 
contempt o f Congress conviction 
o f John T. Watk ins, who told the 
Hou se Committee on Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities he had never been 
a Commu nist bu t, for a while, co­ 
operated with Commu nists. 
He talk ed freely abou t himself 
bu t balk ed at qu estions abou t peo* 
pie he k new who might have been 
Commu nists. You ngdahl threw ou t 
the same k ind of c o n v i c t i o n 
against Seymou r Peck , New York 
newspaperman. 
He told the Senate Internal Se­ 
cu rity su bcommittee he once had 
been a Commu nist bu t he refu sed 
to discu ss his associates. 
Neither man claimed the pro­

For in­ 
stance, it mu st be weighed against 
national secu rity, when that secu ­ 
rity is really involved. 
Bu t congressional investigations 
that violate the protection of the 
First Amendment, when national 
secu rity or the pu blic welfare is 
not involved, are something else 
again. 
Congress may do nothing to 
comply with the Su preme Cou rt’s 
ru ling. The cou rt has no power to 
mak e it comply. Bu t, u nless it 
does, its ability to get answers 
from witnesses, u nder threat of 
conviction for contempt, is seri­ 
ou sly limited. 
And if Congress doesn’t comply, 
fu tu re witnesses, fu lly aware of 
what the cou rts have now said, no 
dou bt will refu se to answer in 
cases lik e those of Watk ins and 
Peck . They can do that with pret­ 
ty good confidence nothing will 
happen to them.

Brown: Ohio’s model 
e l e c t i o n 
system is no accident. 
Revision of voting laws to the 
extent that they are copied by 
other states came abou t largely 
throu gh the “grass roots” efforts 
of local election officials, Brown 
asserts. 
They are the members of cou nty 
election boards, their clerk s and 
other employes and officials who 
help k eep Ohio’s free elections 
clean and efficient. 
When Brown became the state’s 
chief elections officials in 1951, he 
encou raged (.su ggestions for mu ch- 
needed revision of complex elec­ 
tion statu tes. He set u p a traveling 
office to meet election officials 
throu ghou t the state and fostered 
an annu al conference to exchange 
ideas. 
This su mmer’s conference will 
be held Thu rsday, Friday and 
Satu rday in Cleveland. Abou t 350 
plan to attend. The gathering is 
in addition to the annu al winter 
conventions of the Ohio Assn. of 
Election Officials. 
Major conference bu siness in­ 
clu des preparation for the election 
in November of cou nty ju dges who 
will start serving next year. 
The last Legislatu re created the 
ju dgeships to replace ju stice of the 
peace cou rts. Cou nty ju dges will 
serve ou tside 
mu nicipal 
cou rt 
areas. Some mu nicipal c o u r t s 
serve an entire cou nty. 
Brown explained that the prob­ 
lem is complicated becau se some 
cou nties 
u se 
voting 
machines, 
others do not. Some cou nties also 
requ ire voters to register, others 
don’t. 
“This meeting, ou r traveling of­ 
fice programs and bi-monthly bu l­ 
letins.” Brown said, “are respon­ 
sible for Ohio’s recognized lead­ 
ership in better election laws and 
procedu res.” 
Du ring his first term, BrowTi 
helped hammer su ggestions into 
laws for better elections. Three 
legislative sessions back , the law­ 
mak ers extensively revised Orio’s 
election code. Su ccessive Legisla­ 
tu res made other refineements.

Benson Recommends Dropping 
Com Planting Allotments 


WASHINGTON UP)—Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson recommended 
to Congress today that corn—the 
nation’s largest grain crop —be 
sup p orted at lower p rice levels in 
the future and that p lanting allot­ 
ments be drop p ed. 
Benson p rop osed, beginning in 
1959, to take corn out of the p re­ 
ferred p rice sup p ort and control 
category which also i n c l u d e s 
wheat, cotton, rice, p eanuts and 
tobacco. 
These are the six “basic crop s” 
w h i c h have wielded great in­ 
fluence on farm legislation. 
In a rep ort requested by Con­ 
gress, Benson said his recommen­ 
dation would bring about a better 
long-term balance in the p roduc­ 
tion of feed materials and live­ 
stock p roducts. The secretary had 
been asked for ideas on imp roving 
feed grain p rograms. 
In addition, Benson said, his p ro­ 
p osal would move in the direction 
to p roduce, unfettered by allot­ 
ments determined by rigid formu­ 
las.” 
Furthermore, he said, it would 
reduce costs to the government 
and assist in “meeting the p ublic 
demand for economy in govern­ 
ment.’* 
Under p resent law corn, like the 
other basic crop s, must be sup ­ 
p orted at between 75 and 90 p er 
cent of p arity, dep ending on sup ­ 
p lies and needs. The larger the 
sup p lies in relation to needs, the 
lower the sup p ort may be. 
But under Benson’s p lan, corn 
would be sup p orted between zero

Under p resent law, other grains 
that comp ete with corn—oats, bar 
ley and sorghum grain—may be 
sup p orted between zero and 90 p er 
cent of p arity. Benson would p ut 
corn in the same sup p ort class 
with them. 
He also would eliminate corn 
p lanting 
allotments 
with 
which 
farmers must comp ly to be eligi 
ble for sup p orts — thus p utting 
corn in he same class as the 
otrer feed grains in this regard. 
The sup p ort level for corn would 
be determined first. Then the rate 
for other grains would be calcu­ 
lated on the basis of their com­ 
p arable feeding value, location, 
storability and other factors. 
This year’s corn crop is to be 
sup p orted at 77 p er cent of p arity 
and the other feed grains at 70 
p er cent — all at levels higher 
than would p revail under the sec­ 
retary’s recommendation. 
Benson 
said 
lower 
sup p orts 
would offer farmers less incentive 
to p roduce surp luses for govern­ 
ment storage. Record surp luses of 
corn now ex ist. 
The secretary said his recom­ 
mendation would have these con­ 
sequences for farmers: 
1. Prices of feed grains and in­ 
come of some commercial feed 
grain p roducers would be “some 
lower.” 
2. Livestock p roduction would 
be increased in the intermediate 
future, and there would be the 
p ossibility that slightly lower live­ 
stock p rices might result. 
“However,” Benson added, “net 
income 
of 
livestock 
p roducers 
might be as high or almost as 
high as under current sup p ort p ro­ 
grams.” 
Benson said a p roduction p ay­ 
ment p lan could be used to assure 
returns to feed p roducers, but he 
rejected it because, he said, it 
would be too ex p ensive. He said 
the cost might run to 800 million 
dollars a year.
